as will center upon the result of 
the Republican senatorial primary 
next Tuesday. 

The reason is ample. If Dwight 
W. Morrow is nominated and elect- 
ed, as now seems probable, he will 
immediately and inevitably become 
the main hope of the millions of 
American citizens who desire the 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. At once and automatically 
he will become the outstanding 
wet prospect for President of the 
United States. | 

The significance of the event is 
recognized by prohibitionists and 
antiprohibitionists alike. It ex- 
plains the desperate campaign be- 
ing waged by thé national dry or- 
ganization to defeat Morrow. It 
explains the anxiety in which 
Washington officialdom awaits the 
outcome. It is expected to bring 
out the heaviest vote ever cast in 
a New Jersey primary election. 

Prohibition the Real Issue.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Now 
it rests with President Hoover to 
say whether the Hawley-Smoot 
‘high tariff bill of 1930, passed by 
a majority of two votes in the Sen- 
ate and of 69 in thé House, shail 
supersede the existing Fordney- 
McCumber act. The bill will reach 


the White House for the Presi- 
dent’s approval or rejection early 
next week, 

Acting under ai special rule, 
which required a single vote on 
two pending conference reports, 
and forbade any motion to recom- 
mit, the House this afternoon put 
the final touch of Congressional 
approval on the bill by a vote of 
222 to 153. There never had been 
any doubt as to what the Housc, 
with its substantial regular Repub- 
lican majority, would do. 

President Hoover has not pub- 
licly said whether he will sign or 
veto the bill. The general belicf 
is that he will sign. He is under- 
stood to have begun already:the 
preparation of a message to Con- 
gress, in the nature of a message 
to the people, setting forth the 
reasons for his action. 

Relies on Fiexible Provisions. 

The President is expected by 

Republican leaders to say that, 
while the bill is unsatisfactory to 
him in some, perhaps many, re- 
spects, he feels that he will be 
able to cure its inequalities through 
the use of his powers under the 
flexible provisions. That it con- 
tains inequalities has not been dia- 
puted by even its most ardent 
champions,

June 14.—Noth- 
ing has come to light regarding the 
papers which Secretary of State 
Stimson has refused to turn over to 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, except that they relate to 
diplomatic conversations bearing 
upon the recent London naval con- 
ference. 

The committee has never speci- 
fied any particular papers. Obvi- 
ously, since it is not acquainted 
with the documents, it could not} 
single out any special ones to be 


asked for. Nor has the committee, 
as a committee, demanded the 
papers. 


Just What Happened. 

Here is what has happened: 
First, Senator Johnson of Califor- 
nia, leader of the opposition to the 
treaty, wrote a letter to Senator 
Borah, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, calling for 
all the papers that had anything 
to do with the London treaty. Bo- 
rah forwarded the letter to Secre- 
tary Stimson. The latter furnished 
paraphrases of some of the papers, 
but withheld others on the ground 
that to divulge the confidences con- 
tained in them might “endanger 
future delicate international nego- 
tiations.” Stimson assured the com- 
mittee that the delegation at Lon- 
don had entered into no_ secret 
commitments, and that two of its 
members, who also were members 
of the naval conference delegation, 
were fully informed regarding 
every step of the proceedings. 

Committee “Asserts Right.” 

Pointing out that the Senate was 
a part of the treaty-making power 
of the Government, Johnson pro- 
cured.the adoption of a resolution 
by the committee “asserting its 
right’ to have access to all papers 
and records touching the London 
negotiations. The resolution was 
adopted by a vote of 10 to 7, with 
three not voting. It did not make 
any further demand for the docu- 
ments, It was adopted for the rec- 
ord, to guard against the establish- 
ment of a precedent. 

After Stimson’s letter of Satur- 
day, in which he acknowledged re- 
ceipt of the resolution but said 
nothing about sending the papers 
to the committee, Borah accepted 
the incident as closed and called a 
meeting of the committee for Mon- 
day, when he hopes to get the 
treaty reported by the Senate, 

Won't Pledge Secrecy. 

Through Senator Reed, the State 
Department and President Hoover 
have told the committee that they 
are quite willing for its members 
to look at the documents in ques- 
tion, on the understanding that 
they are to be held in confidence. 
Johnson and the other treaty op- 
ponents have rejected this offer. 
They are unwilling, they say, to 
give a pledge of secrecy in advance, 
but must reserve to themselves, 
after examining the papers, the 
right to say whether or not they 
should be kept secret. 

It is learned by the correspond- 
ent that the papers in question con- 
sist mainly if not wholly of memo- 
randa relating to the Hoover-Mac- 
Donald rapidan conversations and 
of memoranda that passed between 
the State Department and Ambas- 
sador Dawes during the preceding 
negotiations. The Dawes messages 
are said to contain a “hell and 
Maria” strain of language, seasoned 
with personal allusions to various 
diplomats. President Hoover takes 
the position that to publish mate- 
rial of this sort might do interna- 
tional mischief without throwing 
any light on the treaty,

Amherst Alumni.

AMHERST, Mass., June 14.— 
Addressing $50 fellow alumni at 
luncheon this afternoon, former 
President Calvin Coolidge declared 
that Amherst College had given 
him, in common with the other 
members of his class, the respect 
for constituted authority and for 
their fellow men that he believed 
to be fundamental for human suc- 
cess. : 

“We were taught.a respect for 
authority, a lesson that needs .al- 
ways to be kept in mind,” Coolidge 
said. “There is little danger that 
our country may fossilize. The dan- 
ger is that our self-government 
may run away with us, and that 
danger lies in lack of regard for 
constituted authority. I hear of 
the. younger generation today that 
it is disturbing; the younger. gen- 
eration is always disturbing old fel- 
lows. Yet, the world has gone on 
and the flippant persons of today 
are the serious, character-building 
citizens of tomorrow. I do not 
propose to be disturbed about the 
younger generation. 

“Society is organized as never be- 
fore and we must observe the rules 
and regulations if we, ourselves, 
are to prosper and build character. 

“Another principle instilled in 
our minds at Amherst was a whole- 
some regard for each other. The 
Amherst doctrine at that time was 
not to pull the angels down, but 
to raise man up to their standard 
—that doctrine has helped me in 
many situations. 

“I want to commend the success 
that has marked the course of the 
college and express confidence in 
its teachings and its ability in 
maintaining the standards of its 
courses. It will always be an in- 
spiration to seekers of truth.”

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CHARITY BENEFITS 
BY PROMOTERS 
PUT ON BLAGALIST 


Chamber of Commerce to 


Work Done by Profes- 
sionals for Agencies. 


Charging that professional pro- 
moters employ unfair tactics in 


‘obtaining money for charities, the 
Charities Committete of the Cham- 
ber of ‘Commerce announced yes- 
terday that from now on it will 
refuse to indorse any charity 
agency which permits such a pro- 
moter to use the agency’s name in 
soliciting funds from the public. 

The committee annually issues 
i. list of indorsed chgrities after in- 
vestigation of their methods of. so- 
licitation. In adopting the policy of 
excluding those who deal with pro- 
n.oters, the committee’s statement 
said, it is follpwing a practice al? 
ready adopted in most other large 
cities of the country. 

The statement, which was sent 
to all. charitity agencies in St. 
Louis, except members of the Com- 
munity Fund, calls attention to the 
promoter’s usual method of raising 
1..0ney through entertainments and 
cther “‘benefits,”’ and emphasizes 
that such “‘benefits’’ usually bene- 
fit nobody but the promoter, and 
are an imposition both upon. the 
agency and the donor. 

“The professional promoter 
always a good talker,” says the 
s.atement. “He approaches the 
officers of the charity agency and 
asks for the use of the agency's 
name iffarranging a large enter- 
tainment or benefit. The promoter 
promises to sell all the tickets, 
furnish the entertainmert and, for 
the privilege of using the agency’s 
name, pay the agency a flat sum of 
$300 or $400. The charity agency 
is allowed to sell tickets a day or 
two prior to the entertainment and 
at the door.”’ 

“The promoters’ solicitors, who 
thoroughly canvass the city for two 
or three weeks prior to the enter- 
tainment, use the name of the 
charity and the buyer of the ticket 
believes he is contributing to the 
institution. He does not realize 
that most of the money goes into 
the pockets of the promoters. In 
most instances he is not interested 
in attending the entertainment, but 
buys the ticket merely because he 
believes he is helping the charity. 
This is unfair both to givers and 
charity.” 

Very often, the statement con- 
tinues, the agency which has lent 
its name, finds later it is in need 
of money and must make a public 
appeal, but donors who have 
bought tickets feel that they have 
already contributed and refuse to 
give more. As for profits from the 
benefit, it is explained, all go to 
the promoter above the amount

the promoter makes anywhere 
from $1000 to $2000, while the 
agency gets $300 or perhaps less. 
“The Charities Bureau of the 
Chamber of Commerce has every 
confidence in the management and 
money-raising methods of the le- 
gitimate welfare agencies of St. 
Louis,’’ the statement concludes. 
“Its chief aim is to foster and en- 
courage deserving charities and 
philanthropies, but it fears that, if 
certain agencies continue to use 
the professional promoter, they will 
lose their present good standing.” 
The committee also issued a sup- 
plementary list of charities which 
it has indorsed after investigation. 


A similar list was issued several 
weeks ago. 


OAFOUND GUILTY 
OF LIQUOR PLOT 
AT TERRE HAUTE 


Fred Ketterer of St. Louis 
Among Those Convicted 
—One of 11 Sentenced at 
Once Gets Two Years.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., June 14. 
—Twenty-four persons were con- 
victed on charges of conspiracy to 
violate the national prohibition 
law in connection with operations 
of a large liquor ring in Vigo 
(Terre Haute) and Vermillion 
Counties by a jury in Federal 
Court here tonight. Two other de- 
fendants were acquitted. 

Eleven of those convicted were 
sentenced immediately by Judge 
Robert C. Baltzell, while those at 
liberty and under bond are to be 
sentenced next week, Fred Ket- 
terer of St. Louis was sentenced to 
two years at Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary; Hardin Ordwick of Louis- 
ville to a year and a day at At- 
lanta penitentiary, and Homer 
Wright of Clinton, Ind., and St. 
Louis to two years at Atlanta. 

The most severe penaliy was two 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
$2000, assessed against Jack Bell 
of Terre Haute. Sentences of oth- 
er Indiana persons ranged from 
one day to 90 days in juil. 

Those to be sentenced latcr are 
Indiana residents and include Roy 
Wright, former Federal prohibi- 
tion agent; Ray Foncannon, for- 
mer Vigo County Sheriff, and John 
Jensen, former Viga County Re- 
publican. chairman. These’ three 
were the alleged ringleaders and 
were accused of accepting “‘hush”’ 
money from bootleggers and still 
owners.

GANGSTER SHOT HERE 
HELD AS DRUG PEDDLER 


Max H. Gordon Seized by U. S. 
Agents—$10,000 in Nar- 
cotics in Possession.

NEW YORK, June 14.—Max H. 


Gordon, gangster and narcotics 
peddler, who lost the sight of one 
eye when he was shot by Egan 
gangsters in St. Louis in 1922, was 
arrested here today by #edera!

i @valued at $10,000 in his possesion. 


Gordon, known since his unfor- 
tunate experience in St. Louis as 
“One-Eye Maxie,” is reputed to be 
one of a gang of peddlers who 
have been importing narcotics on a 
large scale and retailing the drugs 
to all classes of addicts. 

When the narcotic agents, who 
had been on Gordon's trail for some 
weeks, came upon him he was en- 
gaged in parceling out the mor- 
phine and cocaine in his passession, 
wrapping the drugs in small pack- 
ages preparatory to handing them 
out to the retail trade. 

Unable to make bond of $60,000, 
he was committed to jail and the 
narcotic: agents expect to question 
him in an effort to learn some- 
thing of his connection in New 
York and other Eastern cities 
where the drug traffic has been 
flourishing in recent months. 

Gordon was shot in St. Louis 
while be was riding in an auto- 
mobile with Abe Goldfedder, who 
had been marked for assassination 
by Egan gangsters.

AGAINST OUTBREAK 


Prepared to Deal Summarily 
With Violation of Viceroy 
Irwin’s Order Against 
Picketing.

BOMBAY, India, June 14.—One 
thousand fully-armed troops to- 
night guarded this city as the Gov- 
ernment’s threat to deal summarily 
with violators of Viceroy Lord Ir- 
win’s ordinance against picketing 
by followers of Mahatma Gandhi. 

Picketing is a criminal offense 
punishable by six months’ im pris- 
onnment, and violence is certain to 
provoke immediate activity by the | 
soldiery. 

The climax of the civil resistance 
situation was expected to mark 
Sunday’s activities of Congress vol- 
unteers, of whom several thousand 
already had been detailed to sta- 
tions in front of cloth and liquor 
shops. 

With the fourth and fifth Mah- 
ratta regiments from Poona al- 
ready encamped here, the Man- 
chester regiment from Secundera- 
bad was held in readiness to en- 
train for Bombay at the moment 
the authorities should prove un- 
able to cope with the situation. 
Other detachments of troops like- 
wise were held in readiness. 

Picketing of liquor shops by civil 
disobedience volunteers was inten- 
sified this evening, 160 foreign and 
native liquor shops being picketed 
in various parts of the city. 

Forty volunteers called “Nation- 
al Militiamen,” moved in batches 
of ten from place to place exhort- 
ing the population to give up drink.

Heat When Its Cold Bi |

The Day of Air Conditioning 


By Dean F. Paul Anderson 
Dean of the College of Engineering at the University of Kentucky 


Man has lived for centuries, accepting climatic conditions as 
they were handed to him by whimsical Nature. 


. Today man has learned how to make his own weather. 


First, man determined in the Pittsburgh Research Laboratory 
of the American Society of Heating and Ventilating Engineers, in co- 
operation with the Bureau of Mines at Pittsburgh and the Public 
Health Service at Washington, what were the atmospheric conditions 
most conducive to comfort, therefore to health, therefore to longevity. 


The comfort zone was established and this has been jaccepted by 
scientists the world over. The term “effective temperature” was coined , 
to express the invariable law that exists between dry and wet bulb 
temperatures throughout the entire range of temperatures in which 


Air conditioning depends on, three variables—dry bulb temper- 
ature, or the one of common exper! ence—wet bulb temperature, or the 
one produced when we wrap up the bulb of an ordinary thermometer 
in a wet cloth and then cause the moisture in this wet covering to be 
evaporated by either swinging the thermometer in the air or blowing 
on it with a fan. The third element in air conditioning is air motion. 


Wet bulb temperature enables the engineer to measure the hu- 


For every dry bulb temperature in the comfort zone there is a 
=| wet bulb temperature for any prescribed humidity. 


The engineer can make any humidity he desires in the comfort 
zone. If the humidity is too low, as it often is in Winter, he puts suffi- 
cient moisture by spray into his air in motion to bring the humidity up 
to the point he wants it; if the humidity is too high, as it frequently is in 
Summer, the engineer takes away moisture by passing his air currents 
supplied to a conditioned room through sprays of refrigerated water. 


So, dear humanity, the engineer has shown you in a very sim- 
ple way how to provide a constant climate for your indoors the year 
‘round. In factortes, in offices, in auditoriums, in homes, we can spend

Working Press. 
NEW YORK, June 14. 
OULD-BE Young Men of 


Manhattan or from all 
points North, South and West, 
whose imm2diate objective is a 
“working press seat” and an as- 
signment at some major fight 
show, find the glamor and their 
own enthusiasm greatly thinned 
out after attacking one of the 
best promoted: championships. 

The modern provision for 
pressmen, radio men, telegraph- 
ers and photographers is limited 
at best. About a ring circumfer- 
ence of less than 100 feet, the 
promoters must accommodate 450 
accredited newspaper writers and 
many operators. 

Only four rows are poasible 
and a little calculation will en- 
able any primary school mathe- 
matician to reach the conclusion 
that the Young Man of Man- 
hattan had better not be an old 
man or a fat man or he will be 
unable to shoehorn into the 10 
or 11 inches of space allotted 
him. 

At the Sharkey-Schmeling 
fight Young Men of Manhattan 
were numerous and, as. usual, 
late. That was too bad. For, 
after 8 o’clock wherever one va- 
cant working press chair is, 
three claimants seem to grow. 
Acrimonious disputes are numer- 
ous, for gentlemen of “influence 
and note in the community are 
not lightly to be ejected from 
their’ undeserved holdings. 

Even after quiet has been re- 
stored and the working press so 
packed in that the arms of the 
writers and the operators alike

N. B.A. FIRST 

TO RECOGNIZE 
MAX SCHMELING 
AS CHAMPION 


By the Associated Press, 

CINCINNATI, O., June 14.—Atft- 
er three days’ deliberation, the Na- 
tional Boxing Association an- 
nounced today ‘t*definitely had 
decided to recognize M:.: Schmel- 
ing, victor by a foul over Jack 
Shc-k_-, as the w-rld heavyweight 
boxing champion. The N. B. A. 
thus became the first organized 
boxing body to formally declare 
Schmeling the title holder. 

Stanley M. Isaacs, N. B. A. pres- 
ident, in announcing tne decision, 
said so many fouls had entered 
into recent outstanding boxing 
matches that it was necessary for 
authorities to tal.. action to cut 
down the percentage of unsatis- 
factory endings. 

‘He said two suggestions will be 
laid before the Rules Committee 
of the N. B. A. One would fine a 
contestant committing a foul no 
less than 10 per-cent of his purse, 
the other would allow the recipi- 
ent of a foul 30 minutes in which 
to recuperate from the blow, and 
if at the end of that time official 
physicians reache” an opinion the 
boxer could continue that the 
match be resumed. 

The N. B. A. ruled that Schmel- 
ing was not responsible for the 
foul blow: that. Sharkey uninten- 
tionally delivered the low blow; 
that both boxers were paid full 
purses and that the foreign inva- 
der was formally declared the 
winner in the ring. 


New York Acts Tuesday 


NEW YORK, June 14. — The 
pendulum swung further today to- 
ward Max Schmeling and his 
chances of winning recognition as 
‘the world’s heavyweight champion 
following upon his victory over 
Jack Sharkey on a foul in four 
rounds at the Yankee Stadium 
Thursday night. 

Following upon the -announce- 
ment in Cincinnati of Stanley 
Isaacs, president of the National 
Boxing Association, that his or- 
ganization would recognize the 
German youth as the world’s title 
holder, Chairman James A. Farley 
of the New York State Athletic 
Commission indicated the local 
rulers might do the same. Official 
decision on Schmeling'’s claim is 
scheduled for Tuesday. 

“Fights are decided in the ring, 
not at the Commission meetings,” 
Farley said. The second member 
of the three-man commission, Wil- 
liam Muldoon, announced yesterday 
he did not beHeve Schmeling 
would be considered the world 
titleholder because of the unsatisg 
factory ending of the bout.

Chamber of Commerce Charts 
Region Containing Parts 
of Seven States. 


The Chamber of Commerce gave 
a statement to the press yesterday 
announcing it had charted the 
trading area of St. Louis as extend- 
ing to a radius of 150 to 200 miles 
around’ the city. It stated that 
data for this chart was submitted 
by the Associated Retailers. The 
Chamber’s statement follows: 

“Information was recently 
ceived by the Chamber of Com- 


merce that advertising agencies in 
other cities and trade journals pub- 
lished there were designating the 
St. Louis trade area as being limit- 
ed within approximately a 50-mile 
radius. The Chamber's Research 
Department, headed by M. M.} 
Drake, went into the question, con- 
ferring with officials of the Asso- 
ciated Retailers and business in- 
stitutions here. 

“As a result of the study the 
department made, it was found that 
this city’s retail area is roughly 
bounded by a circle with a 150 to 
200 =mile radius, which takes in 
practically all of the states of Mis- 
souri and Illinois and considerable 


re- 


ville, Ind., around south of Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., and including Ow- 
ensboro and Paducah; to south of 
Jonesboro, Ark., and back to 
Springfield, Mo. 

“Aiding the compilation of the 
facts in the study, K. F. Niemoel- 
ller, manager of the Associated Re- 
tailers, stated that he did not 
know how the idea of a 50-mile 
radius could have been arrived at. 


“‘as a matter of fact, St. Louis 
stores enjoy the patronage of a 
great many people from Missouri 
and Arkansas, going into Missouri 
within 50 or 75 miles of Kansas 
City,’ he said. 


“‘From the south we have quite 
a little business from points be- 
yond the Missour!-Arkansas State 
line. From Illinois we have the 
patronage from as far south as 
Cairo; from the east a consider- 
able trade as far as the Indiana- 
Illinois State line. There is also 
a large volume of business cémes 
to St. Louis from points south of 
Danville, Springfield, Decatur and 
Jacksonville, with some business 
form each of the four cities, al- 
though not much from Danville. 


“Swinging around to the west 
we have a considerable volume of 
trade as far north as Hannibal and 
some as far as Keokuk. It is quite 
possible that the 50-mile radius was 
suggested at a time when highway 
conditions were not as good as they

. TOUR of New England and its 
Cape Cod will prove of interest 


to many persons who plan to 
spend their vacations motoring 
this summer. At these _ resorts 


visitors will find diversified out- 
aqoor sport and recreation. The 
principle attraction of Cape Cod, 
of course, is the delightful sandy 
beach, the surf-bathing and kin- 
dred sports, but there also will be 
found excellent golf courses, ten- 
nis courts, beautiful lakes and 
streams stocked with fish (not to 
mention deep-sea fishing), fine 
roads leading to countless historic 
and scenic spots and, in fact, ey- 
erything that can be expected of a 
vacation at the seashore. 


The suggested route to this sec- 
tion of New England is interest- 
ing as well as pleasant. Motorists 
from St. Louis and nearby should 
proceed eastward on U. 8. 40 
through Illinois and Indiana, to a 
point west of Columbus, U., where 
UL. S. 42 is encountered and fol- 
lowed north into Lodi. Continue 
east from Lodi on Ohio State Route 
No. 17 to Ellsworth, drive north 
from Ellsworth into Warren and 
leave the latter town on No. 82 
as far as the Pennsylvania line. 
F'rom the State line follow Penn- 
Sylvania No. 65 to Oil City and 
then motor north from Oil City on 
U. S. 8 to Union City, located on 
the Roosevelt Highway, U. S. 6. 

Follow Roosevelt Highway. 

A great traffic artery, the 
Roosevelt Highway wends it way 
from the placid shore of Lake 
Erie. at Erie, in Western Pennsy!]- 
vania, through that State, and 
through New York, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and Massachusetts, 
to the rock-bound Cape Cod Coast. 
It traverses mountain regions, pic- 
turesque valleys, cities and towns 
that have their own attractions. 
and takes the motorist past the 
shores of many pleasant inland 
lakes, 

Leaving Union City, the traveler 
follows this highway through Co- 
lumbus into Corry. This town was 
named. after one of its first set- 
tlers, Hiram Corry. Horace Gree- 
ley, noted publisher and philan- 
thropist, spent much of his early 
life near Corry. Panama Rocks, 
with exceptional scenic attractions, 
is near this town. 

Southeastward from Corry one 
passes through Youngsville and en- 
ters Warren, ideally located at the 
junction of the Alleghany and Con- 
owongo Rivers. Going through 
Warren, mectorists will be im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the 
national forest preserve now in the 
course of development. When this 
project is completed, Warren will 
be at its entrance. 

Journey from Warren, through 
Clarendon, Sheffield and. Ludlow 
into Kane. This enterprising. littic 
community, with only 7000 inhab- 
itants, is widely known as a great 
glass manufacturing center. Natu- 
ral gas for fuel and excellent glass 
stone is found in abundance near- 
by.

A Hunter's Paradisc. 
Continuing eastward on the 
Roosevelt Highway, the tourist 
passes through Mount Jewett and 
on through Farmers Valley to Port 
Allegany. From Port Allegany he 
travels southeastward to Couders- 
port. Beyond any doubt, the most 
interesting place at Coudersport is 
Black Forest, lying a little south 
of the village. In the forest there 
are said to be more brown nose 
black bear than in any other local- 
ity in the United States. Needless 
to say. this vast wooded area is a 


rendezvous for the hunter, fisher-

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man, camper and vacationist. 
State-owned. Other interesting 
places nearby are the ruins of Ole 
Bull's Castle and the Ice Mine, the 


latter one of nature’s. greatest 
freaks. Ice forms in this cavity 
during the summer months and 


wastes away in the winter. 
Reluctantly leaving this wonder- 
ful attraction, the traveler journeys 


Ansonia, in Tioga County, where 
old Indian camping grounds are to 
be seen. 

From Ansonia whe continues to 
Mansfield. The , Roosevelt route 
crosses another great highway at 
Mansfield, known as the Susque- 
hanna Trail. This interesting north 
and south route connects points in 
New York State with the capital of 
Pennsylvania, Hzerrisburg, and also 
the national capitol. Originally, 
this same trail was used as a means 
of communication between the In- 
dians of the south and those of the 
Five Nations. When William Penn 
got.the grant of land in this vicin- 
ity, he at once employed two men 
to build a road over this trail. 

Pass Through Jroys, i ee 
Again eastward-bound. one 
passes through Troy, named after 
the Troy of the old world. During 
the Civil War, Troy was a concen- 
tration point for all troops from 
that section of Pennsylvania. 
Among the points of interest near 
the city are Mountain Lake and 
éeveral scénic mountain glens. 
Drive from Troy, through To- 
wanda and Wyalusing, where Mo- 
ravian Indian missions were es- 
tz.blished more than 150 years ago,

Scranton. Lake Lincoln Park is 
a popular amusement resort. In

Leaving Scranton, continue

leys of the Delaware and Never- 
sink Rivers. 

Visit Race Track at Goshen.

Sales of new cars totaled 357,064 
units in April, as against 298,824 
in March, an increase of 19.5 per 
cent, and showed a 26 per cent de- 
chne from sales in April, 1929, 
which was an abnormal period. 
The present decrease in production, 
it was pointed out, is due in part 
tu the fact that dealers have 43,- 
"90 more cars on hand than they 
had a year agso. And production, 
Rice pointed out, in the first five 
mor; ths of 1930 waa only 6 per cent 
less than the average for the cor- 
responding per'od during the last 
five years.

OW that the 25-mile detour be- 
N tween Farmington and Fred- 
ericktown has been replaced by 
smooth pavement, except for a 
single bricf dirt stretch just south 
of Farmington, many 8t. Louisans 
will select this route for a motor 
trip to Lesterville, Mo., in the 
beautiful Black River section. It 
adds but 12 miles to the trip and 
offers the advantage of the extra 
to say 
nothing of the change in scenery 
from the customary route, . 
Whether the week-end motorist 
goes this way or follows the usual 
routing through Bismarck, he will 
find much of interest in the Ozarks 
around Lesterville. Fishing, one of 
the chief attractions, is reported to 
be good. Other outdoor recrea- 
| tions, such as hiking, boating, 
swimming and horseback riding, 
may, of course, be enjoyed in that 
vicinity. At this time of the year, 
the trees are in full foliage, wild 
flowers grow in profusion in the 
thick grass and underbrush and the 
melodious notes of a number of 
interesting varieties of bifds may 
be heard along the cool paths and 
trails, 


South on Highway 61. 
Driving south out of the city one 
takes United States Highway 61 


(the LeMay Ferry road) through 
Barnhart. and. past Herculaneum. 
Seyeral miles beyond Westus and 
Crystal. City, the pavement divides, 
No, 21 going to the right through 
De Soto. No. 61 should be fol- 
lowed, however, through Halifax, 
asmall cluster of buildings, on 
through Desloge and Flat River 
to Farmington. e 


Highway employes are stationed 
at the end of the concrete just be- 
yond the Farmington limits, regu- 
lating traffic over the one-way de- 
tour which must still be used. Last 
week we waited for 15 minutes 
while a number of north-bound 
cars drove past. Then we were 
given the word. The detour is 
dusty and bumpy, but it only lasts 
for two miles until the new con- 
crete is reached, 


There is something about new 
pavements that thrills the biase 
motorist. It is so smooth the pres- 
sure of one’s foot on the accelera- 
tor unconsciously grows heavier 
and heavier, until one’s car ig fair- 
ly zooming. It is with an effort 
that the speed laws and the habit 
of safe driving are recalled to 
mind. 

One part of the highway cuts 
across country for two full miles in 
as straight a line as can be laid. 
Down one hill and up the next. 
And the curves are well banked.

But one should not travel too 
rapidly, or the beauty of the land- 
scape will be lost.

Downdraft Type of 
Manifold Used by 


Indianapolis Racers 


The use of superchargers was 
barred this year at the Indianap- 
olis 500-mile racing classic as it 
had been proven that they were not 
practical for stock automobiles. In- 
stead of this mechanical blower 


to increase the gas flow into the 
combustion chambers, several of 
the racing cars used downdraft 
manifolding and carburetion. 
The Viking eight was one of the 
first cars to use downdraft mani- 
folding. This design has the in- 
take manifold and carburetor ele- 
vated so that the flow of the gas 
mixture to the combustion cham- 
ber is downward. Vaporized gaso- 
line is considerably heavier than 
air, and this method of utilizing 
gravitation accelerates the flow of 
the gas to the combustion cham- 
bers and minimizes the possibility 
of the vapor steam pocketing and 
condensing in cold weather. 

In addition to the downdraft 
prniciple, the manifolding of the 
Viking has been designed so that 
the distance from the carburetor 
to each of the eight cylinders is 
exactly the same. This results in 
an equal charge of gas vapor be- 
ing delivered to each cylinder and 
eliminates the uneven engine ac- 
tion caused by some cylinders get- 
ing a rich mixture while others 
are starved.

It is surrounded at all times by a 
belt of ice, which at a few places in the sum- 
mer opens sufficiently to permit access to the 
land. How precarious is this opening was 
brought sharply to our minds by the experi- 
ences of the last season, with its unprece- 
dented formation of pack ice, which nearly 
made our relief impossible. The Antarctic 
has — guarded by Nature in a way-which 
one not comprehend until one has seen 
it.

Du Paty’s Attempts to Obtain 
Confession Fail. 


Du Paty’s attempts to induce 
Dreyfus to make 4 confession dur- 
ing his imprisonment failed for the 
simple reason that it was not Drey- 
fus, but Esterhazy who had written 
the bordereau. The situation com- 
menced to be disagreeable to Mer- 
cier, Boisdeffre and du Paty, owing 
to the non-existence of proof of 
Dreyfus’ guilt. . 

No courtmartial would have an- 
swered otherwise than by fully ac- 
quitting Dreyfus in the absence of 
actual proof. It was too late for 
them to go back. Until that time 
news of the affair had not been 
published .but it was impossible to 
keep the arrest secret as too many 
people knew of it.

17 Officers Repeat 
the Accusations. 


The. witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, 17 officers, repeated the un- 
confirmed accusations made against 
Dreyfus during the preliminary in- 
quiry. Mercier, Bojsdeffre, Gonse, 
du Paty, and especially Henry, ex- 
pressed their personal conviction 
that Dreyfus must have written 
the bordereau, and from the other 
three experts, summoned after the 
arrest of Dreyfus, two expressed 
themselves against one for Drey- 
fus. 

Du Paty dé Clam and Henry 
were afraid that, if Dreyfus’ law- 
yer made the most of the situation 
the court surely would acquit Drey- 
fus for lack of proof. 

Du Paty therefore thought it the 
right moment to acquaint § the 
members of the court martial with 
the secret file prior to beginning 
the arguments, He therefore in a 
recess submitted the sealed en- 
velope with the secret documents 
tothe president of the court mar- 
tial, requesting him to impart ils 
contents to the other members. 

The representative of the Gov- 
ernment in his argument repeated 
in a few words the contents of the 
bill of indictment dictated by du 
Paty; Demange, Dreyfus’s’ lawyer, 
argued that from technical and in- 
ternal reasons Dreyfus could never 
have written the borderau. He 
only talked about this document, 
since the documents contained in 
the secret file had never been sub- 
mitted to him or to Dreyfus.

of its own far in from the 
sea. Here is a vast area as big 
as the United States and Mexico 
combined that has never sustained 
a human race, as far as we know. 

One who flies over either of these 
desolate regions must bear’ these 
differences in mind. They govern 
the conditions of his flight and de: 
termine his type of plane and 
equipment. The altitude at which 
one must fly in the Antarctic also 
matters exceedingly, 
and the uncertain weather adds to 
the manifold difficulties for any 
one who wishes to so conduct his 
flight that it shall have the maxi- 
mum opportunity of success. 

I have now had three experi- 
ences of flying in the polar re- 
gions and each of them has been 
very different. The first was prob- 
ably the most difficult of them all, 
although less is known about that 
expedition than the two more 
spectacular polar expeditions. 

] am referring to the McMillan 
expedition to Greenland, on which 
Floyd Bennett and I flew from 
the northernmost Eskimo village 
over the fjords and ice-capped 
highlands of Greenland and Elis- 
mere Land. We had single-mo- 
tored amphibian planes and flew 
over districts where landing was 


impossible. We had never seen 
worse flying conditions. The faj}- 
ure of the motor would have 


meant disaster during most of our 
flights, and I think it was then 
we began to appreciate to the full 
the advantages of the multi-rno- 
tored plane for flying over diffi- 
cult territory. We have used such 
a plane ever since. At times we 
were buffeted by winds that 
tosseed the plane like a ieaf, and 
to keep control was a never-end- 
ing struggle. Below were ice-filled 
fjords, a sea filled with ice or 
the forbidding ice-capped land, It 
was a supreme test of the use of 
a plane in the polar regions and 
convinced me that polar explora- 
tion by air was not only possible 
but practicable and for quick geo- 
graphical exploration the best 
means of transportation. 

But on all these flights we were 
in touch with a land where there 
were living people and plentiful 
animal life. Our greatest dan- 
ger was from a crash for once 
safely down it would not have 
been impossible to have made 
one’s way to safety, Hving off the 
land, and we'could possibly have 
reached the Eskimos. Even if we 
had traveled hundreds of miles, 
we would have a chance to find 
enough to eat. How different 
from. the Antarctic, where one 
must.take inland everything neces- 
to sustain life. 

The North Pole Flight. 

The next flight Bennett and I 
made was to the North Pole. That, 
again, was a different problem. 
Taking off from the water was the 


than Amundsen and Ellsworth 
were able to carry in their planes. 
Both of these groups of men were 
fortunate. For us the hazard of 
landing a plane on the broken ice 
of the Arctic Sea would have been 
great. But’ aside from this con-! 
tingency, which at one time, ow- 
ing to an oil leak, seemed onty too 
near, the flight was merely a mat- 
ter of proper preparation, reliable 
engines and. navigation. The 
weather was, of course, an impor- 
tant factor, and 1 will speak of 
that later. 
Antarctic Realization. 

When we prepared for the South 
Pole flight, however, we realized— 
only partly, however—that we were 
up against a very different sort of 
problem than we had faked before. 
Instead of flying over dangerous 
territory somewhere near tribes of 
natives, with plentiful food sup- 
plies, or flying at a low efficient 
altitude over the sea, we must this 
time do our flying at a very high 
elevation and over a country in 
which nothing lived. If we came 
down we would indeed be on Jand 
instead of drifting ice floes, but we 
would have to walk home hun- 
dreds of miles and pull our food 
after us over some of the most 
difficult trails in the world. 

When we discovered a new 
mountain range to the eastward we 
flew over pressure and crevassed 
areas that it would have been im- 
possible to wali: cver. We would 
have had to walk around to the 
southward. This would have made 
the distance so far that we could 
not have carried enough food to 
get back to Little America. We 
would be limited in what we car- 
ried on the plane for the South 
Pole flight by the height to which 
we must fly; in other words, our 
take-off load would be less than 
the capacity of the plan:. It could 
not get off with more than it .suld 
take over the mountains. That was 
a new problem in long-distance fly- 
ing, and what with the necessity of 
carrying much emergency equip- 
ment in case of a forced landing, 
we had to think a long time before 
deciding what was best to do. There 
were various alternatives, based 
originally on the use of two planes, 
but after the loss of one plane the 
first season we were limited to two 
or three plans. 

The difference betw.en these 
various flights came often to our 
minds during the weeks of prepa- 
ration, and nothing did more te 
emphasize the contrast between the 
two polar regions, In one the shift- 
ing, grinding ice sheets over the 
Sea, in the other a vast irregular 
continent, surrounded by a protec- 
tive belt of ice which has so long 
defied attack in many |. aces, a 
continent penetrated by vast shelves 
of ice over arms of the sea and 
rimmed with some of the most 
magnificent mountains in the 
world. The Arctic Ocean, monoto-

We wer. not 
troubled with obstacles such as 
mountains or swirling winds; it 
was only necessary to get the plane 
off with sufficient fuel to take 
uz to the Pole and back. That 


know as much about skis then as 
barrel staves.

we had difficulty in getting off 
with sufficient fuel, oil and emer- 


gency supplies. Once in the air, 
conditions were ideal, thanks to 
William Ilaines, our meteorolo- 


gist. We were fortunate in our 
way and could choose an altitude 
rear sea level where the efficiency 
of the plane was greatest. 


The hazard of this flight lay, of 
course, in being forced down on 
the ice. If that had happened I 
do not think we could have got 
into the air, and with only a rub- 
ber boat our chances of getting 
back would have been =_— slim. 
Amundsen and Elisworth were 
forced down near the Pole and 
got-back, but it was only after 
three weeks of superhuman exer- 
tion by six men that they got one 
of their planes into the air again. 
Amundsen himself told me _ that 
there would have been no chance 
of walking back. Nansen, with 
one companion, lived on the ice of 
the Polar Sea for months, finally 
reaching Franz Josef Land, but 
succeeded Only because of his 
astounding courage and physical 
strength and expert knowledge of 
the Polar Sea. But of course he 
had far more food and equipment 


nously flat, treacherous in its pow- 
er and shifting surface, the Ant- 
arctic, immobile, appalling in its 
grandeur and_ silence, a mighty 
mausoleum for the dead land hid- 
den beneath its snow. 

The Antarctic Rampart. 

I doubt if there is any mountain 
scenery in the world more splendid 
than that of the Antarctic. We had 
read of those mountains, we had 
talked of them and knew that they 
must be some of the finest ranges 
in the world, but all our paltry im- 
agination, all the words of those 
who had described them, failed to 
bring to us the real majesty of the 
Antarctic rampart which guards 
the polar plateau. To one who pen- 
etrates the Arctic basin there is 
the thrill of combating ice floe&’ and 


the beauties of the northern 
skies, but nothing in the 
Arctic can compare, I am 


sure, with the feeling of awe with 
which one first looks upon the 
mountains of Antarctica. Rising as 
they do from the sea or the flat 
plain of the barrier only a few feet 
above sea level, they leap into the 
air 10,000 to 15,000 feet. Most 
mountains are approached by foot- 
hills, not so many of these great 
peaks. They spring abruptly out 
of the plain and 150 miles away 
one can sea them glistening in their 
jeweled splendor. 

It was over these mountains that 
we had to fly. While we puazzied 
over figures, estimating load and 
plane performances, juggling the 
whole complex problem of how to 
make a plane do what it could not 
do, a sea level flight would have 
been easy. And yet I think every 
one of us rather looked forward to 
that struggle up the mountains and 
wondered what it would bring 
forth. 

We were not willing to leave 
Capt. McKinley behind. With his 
great aerial camera, films, food 
and trail equipment, there was just 
enough extra weight to make the 
loading problem. But I would not 


be able to look my scientific friends 
in the face had we not brought 
back a pictorial record of every 
mile of that flight. 
With all our calculations our 
passage over the mountains proved 
a tight squeak and I can still feel 
the plane slipping at the top of its 
climb and feel it rise as food was 
thrown over and the plane just 
topped the divide and straightened 
out toward the Pole. 

Polar Weathcr. 
Aside from these physical differ- 
ences between the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic, which had so much to do 
with our flying in both regions, the 
other most important governing 
factor was the weather. We found 
that in both places the weather is 
clearer and tlying more possible in 
the spring, before the warm winds 
of summer churn up the air and 
form fog and low clouds. When 
we went North on our second trip 
—the North Pole venture—we ar- 
rived there early in the spring, for 
the Gulf Stream opens up an ave- 
nue of approach to the Arctic 
Ocean such as does not exist in the 
South. In the latter part of April 
we were able to reach Spitsbergen, 
which corresponds roughly with the 
latitude of Little America in the 
South, without meeting any ice 
worthy of being called a pack. The 
weather, was ideal, calm and clear. 
There, as in the South, we found 
that an upper air drift from the 
Arctic Ocean cleared the air. But 
as soon as the warmer weather 
arrived fog covered the sea. A 
few days after our North Pole 
flight was made atmospheric con- 
ditions would have blocked our at- 
tempt. 

This condition of fog and low 
clouds also occurred in the south 
whenever there was a wind from 
the north off the sea, even though 
it might be hig up. We went down 
there with the idea that the air 
flowed in toward the Pole several 
miles above the earth and then 
flowed out again, but the meteor- 
ologists soon found that this was 
not necessarily the case. Some- 
times such conditions existed, but 
they generally were accompanied 
by clouds which obscured the hori- 
zon and kept the planes grounded. 
In the early spring, while it was 
still too cold to fly, the drift was 
almost steadily from the south and 
the air was clear. As the season 
progressed it was learned that fly- 
ing could be done only when there 
was a drift from the southward 
severa] miles high, and as soon as 
it was checked, or the upper air 
was reversed, clouds again formed. 
So all flights were made early in 
the season and only when balloon 
soundings showed a high southerly 
drift. 

On several occasions, both after 
the polar flight and the flight to 
the northeast, the sky was ob- 
scured by a shift of wind within a 
short time after the plane landed. 
To those who are used to flying 
over the dark surface of fields or 
woods, this obstacle of clouds may 
seem somewhat overrated, but in 
the polar regions, particularly in 
the Antarctic, where the surface 
below is white, clouds cause so 
much diffusion of light that the 
surface cannot be seen, the horizon 
is invisible, and one never knows 
except by the unreliable altimeter, 
which is subject to barometric 
change, just how far the plane is 
above the ground. So it can be seen 
that clear weather is of paramount 
importance in both polar regions 
when flying is being done, and in 
both places the clearest weather is 
early in the year. 

This is the reason that it is nec- 
essary to stay in the Antarctic over 
the winter in order to do any ex- 
tended geographical work by air- 
plane, for in the early spring the 
land is inaccessible because of its 
rim of pack ice. By giving thought 
to polar flying and exercising pa- 
tience, flights can be made with a 
reasonable chance of success. Of 
course an engine failure would nine. 
times out of 10 be bad. But care< 
lessness or slipshod methods in the 
south polar region are almost cer- 
tain to end disastrously. The fly- 
ing seems easy, but a lot of thought 
must go into each flight. 


Haines’ Great Part. 


This calls to my mind the very 
great contribution William Haines 
made to four of our flighte—the 
North and South Pole and the base 
laying and eastern flight of explor- 
ation in Antarctica. Polar weather 
conditions are tricky and Haine 
had no scattered weather stations 
to give him reports. Yet on all 
four of these flights we had sun- 
shine all the way. Had Haines hes- 
itated in making his decision those 
flights would have been failures 
and possible tragedies, for he se- 
lected the only periods where the 
weather was possible. So it will be 
seen that things were not so sim- 


ple and certain as they seemed. 


All honor to Willlam Haines. He 
had great responsibility. For ex- 
ample, should we arrive at Little 
America with that bowl of milk 
visibility that we so often got, we 
could not have landed without 
cracking up. With the same con- 
ditions at the mountains we could 
not have put down our base, 

' One can exist either in the Arctic 
or the Antarctic without much dif- 
ficulty if sufficient preparation has 
been made. There is more fresh 
food in the Arctic, at least animal 
life exists there on the shores of 
the polar sea during the entire 
year, whereas in the Antarctic 
there is never any life beyond the 
shore line and the life that 6o0- 
journs there during the winter 
months. But one can live in the 
Antarctic with security and health, 
in which respect it differs from the 
jungle, but it is not a place where 
one can tread without wariness and 
without adequate preparation. Like 
aviation, one small error may bring 
tragedy. Here again, if improperly 
prepared, death may be the pen- 
alty. 

We were less uncomfortable in 
the Antarctic than most persons 
seem to think. I have been con- 
stantly asked if we did not have 
trouble during the long night, 
whether some men did not break 
down under the strain, whether we 
had enough to eat, and how we 
stood the cold. It is impossible to 
answer such questions as those 
who ask them seem to desire. We 
had no trouble, we enjoyed the 
winter night as we had plenty of 
work to do, most of the men 


gained weight, and we seldom suf- 


fered from the cold when properly 
dressed, except at times when do- 
ing outside work and when on the 
trail in the early spring or late 
fall. Of course it is easy to freeze 
when on the trail if one ig not 
properly equipped or if one does 
not know how to use one's clothes. 
I telieve that by thought and care 
man can exist\and travel anywhere 
on the face of the earth without 
too much hardship. 

Martin Ronne, who had spent five 
winters in polar regions, four with 
Amundsen and one with us, the last 
when he was 68 years old, summed 
it all up one day last winter when 
he said: 

“When Iam home and read about 
the Antarctic, it seems very cold, 
but when I am here it doesn’t seem 
cold at all.” 

_ Of course, Ronne did not have 
any Outside work. And on another 
occasion Martin uttered the wise 
statement: “Work all the _ time, 
everything all right."" That is the 
way to overcome the monotony of 
the long winter night. 

Ross Ice Barrier. 

I would be remiss not to mention 
the great Ross Ice Barrier that is 
peculiar to Antarctica. I know of 
no more interesting natural phe- 
nomenon than this great sheet of 
ice and snow. After living a year 
on it we find ourselves still puzzled 
by it. For hundreds of feet we tun- 
neled the Barrier in all directions; 
we built snow rooms down beneath 
its surfag: we traveled by dog 
teams for over 1000 miles over it 
and photographed 480,000 square 
miles of it from the air. And yet 
it still has for us that fascination 
that the unknown inspires, It is 
400 miles long in an east and west 
direction, but from our airplane we 
saw that it extends on indefinitely 
to the east ward. Where does it go 
and what mystery lies at its end’? 

This great sheet of snow is large. 
ily water-borne. It is from a few 
feet to 200 feet high above the wa- 
ter. and in places must go at least 
600 feet beneath the water. It is 
hard-packed snow down as far as 
the water, and from there on be- 
comes ice. How was this great 
sheet of snow and ice formed? We 
think perhaps we can answer that. 
But why does it not break off in 
pleces from the attacks of the sea 
and float off in the form of ice- 
bergs? It does break off some- 
what, of course, but apparently is 
not receding. We know that in 
one place it rests on the bottom of 
the sea. However, our camp at 
Little America was over 1500 feet 
of water. 

There are a few things we can 
add to the knowledge our predeces- 
sors have gained about the Barrier, 
but then there are a great many 
things that we cannot tell the scien- 
tists. But 10 years from now we 
believe that our surveys and pho- 
tographs will tell an interesting 
story. 

Widely as the Arctic and Antarc- 
tic differ, in their geographical 
characteristics, they are one in their 
fascination and beauty. To have 
seen them both is a rare privilege, 
and the call to revisit them is al- 
most irresistible. Icebound sea or 
snowy mountain-rimmed plateau, 
the polar regions are one in their 
appeal to all that is most adven- 
turous in man, ;

Even these documents could not 
prove Dreyfus guilty, because the 
fiame Dreyfus was not mentioned 
in the document, “Canaille de D.”

Nevertheless, these documents, 
after the assertions of du Paty and 
Henry and du Paty’s explanation, 
made such a strong impression on 
the judges, that after one- houys's 
conference they unanimously gave 
the verdict, “guilty.” ‘ 

The secret file was returned to 
du Paty by the president in the 
presence of the Judges and du 
Paty in turn returned it to Sand- 
herr. 

The appeal Dreyfus and his law- 
yer, Demange, made on Dec. 23, 
18¢4, against the judgment of tho 
écourtmartial was repudiated on 
Dec. 31, because there were no er- 
rors in law. The submitting of the

Paty talked to Dreyfus for an hour, 

assuring bim that he would leave 

nothing undone to make the coming 
deportation easier for him, he 
continucusly asserted his inn 

which he felt sure eventually would 

certainly be proved. | 
The continuous, genuine avowals 

of his innocence by Dreyfus made 
du Paty so perplexed that he ex- 
claimed: 


“If you are innocent, you will be 


the greatest martyr of all centu- 
ries.”” 

The proceedings of the courtmar- 
tial having taken place behind 
closed doors, the press was not in 
a pesition to give the real proofs 
for the guilt of Dreyfus. One had 
to be content with the fact that 
seven French officers had been con- 
vinced of his guilt and this satis- 
fied the general public.

May Building Awards Off

5 Per Cent in 37 States 


Value of Projects Put at $457,416,000 by F. W. 
Dodge Corporation—$482,876,700 
in April. 


May awards for new building 
and engineering projects in the 37 
states east of the Rocky Mountains 
totaled $457,416,000, according to 
F. W. Dodge Corporation. This 
was a decline of & per cent from 
the total of $482,876,700 for the 
preceding month. The last month's 
record was 22 per cent below the 
May, 1929, total of $587,765,900. 
For the first five months of the 
year construction contracts totaled 
$2,037,439,900. This was a decline 


lof 18 per cent from the total of 


$2,485,655,700 for the correspond- 
ing period of 1929. 

For the fifth consecutive month 
public works and utilities were the 
most important of all classes. This 
group totaled’ $134,913,100, or 29 
per cent of all awards in May. Res- 
idential building .amounted to 
$116,568,500, or 25 per cent of the 
total; contracts for commercial 
buildings amounted to $73,340,200 
or 16 per cent; and _ industrial 
structures totaled $54,566,400 or 12 
per cent... All other classes of non- 
residential buildings were 18 per 
cent-of the May total. 

Contemplated new work of all 
kinds reported in May amounted 
to $643,405,900, compared with 
$954,618,300 for the previous 
month and $847,156,600 for May, 
1929. 

St. Louis Territory. 

The St. Louis territory (Southern 
Illinois, Eastern Missouri, North- 
east Arkansas, Western Tennessee 
and Northwest Mississippi) report- 
ed larger construction contracts 
than in the preceding month but 
showed a decline from May, 1929. 
The May: total amounted to $21,- 
882,800 as compared with $18.622.,- 
000 for the previous month and 
$26,331,600 for May of last year.

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FAN O’CASEY’S “The Silver 
S Tassie,” a.strange mixture of 


abortive symbolism, biting trag- 
edy and inappropriate humor, and 
certainly one of the few war plays 
worth reckoning with, was so badly 
performed by the Irish players 
that it was impossible to say how 
much of its failure to rise above 
flashes of extraordinary talent was 
due to them and how much to the 
author, I still regard it as a play 
I have read but not seen. 


In “Red Dust” the Theater Guild, 
. through its younger studio group, 
showed to America, 12 years after 
the October revolution, the very 
first play it has seen from Soviet 
Russia. A chaotic, floundering, 
burning dociment, woven clumsily 
of raw melodrama and living peo- 
ple. A play that I di@ not enjoy, 
but that I found strangely exciting 
and worth thinking about after- 
wards. But as performed by Her- 
man Biberman and his young com- 
pany, very uneven, crude and noisy. 


Mr. Shaw’s political extravagan- 
za, “The Apple Cart.” is very good 
and rather flimsy fun.

ARS of SILENCE 
for CHEATING at CARDS 


By a Special Correspondent of the

LONELY old man with riches 
and a great ancestral estate in 
Scotland died in the seclusion 
of his manor May 20 and 
passed from the silence of 40 
years of ostracism to the 

vreater silence. With all his possessions 

and patrician lineage, he had been since 
LORD 1890 a social outcast. 

His name meant nothing to the 
younger generation when there came 
the perfunctory announcement of his 
death. The younger generation had 
scarcely heard of him or his exile. The 
older one had almost forgotten it. But 
there was something about that name— |

7 involved persons so conspicuous, and 
involved such delicate points of honor 
and hospitality that it came to domi- 
nate the conversation in every corner 
of the world where ladies and gentle- 
men assembled. 


It became likewise one of the most 
famous court cases in the history of 
English jurisprudence. It got into 
court as the result of a slander suit 
filed by Sir William Gordon-Cumming 
against his host and hostess, who had 
detected him cheating. Having got in- 
to court, it brought with it the most 
distinguished array of counsel, the most 
illustrious group of witnesses, including 
the Prince of Wales himself, and the 
most brilliant gallery of spectators ever 
seen in an English courtroom. 


His Army 


in England’s 


Sir William Gordon-Cumming—that had 
a familiar ring. It stirred memories 
and started them to work. It called up scenes and recollections 
of the early nineties when the Victorian Age was shaking off its 
inhibitions and merging into the naughty Mauve Decade. It 
recalled the debonair Prince Albert. It brought back to mind a 
hodge-podge of ancient newspaper headlines and expressions— 
‘The Baccarat Case,’’ ‘Scandal of Tranby Croft,’ ‘“‘The Prince 
Who Perjured Himself Like a Gentleman.’’ Then all came back. 

Sir William Gordon-Cumming. Why, of course. He was 
the man who cheated the Prince of Wales at cards. 
He was the foolish nobleman who had all the possessions 
that heart could desire—an honored name, powerful and high- 
born friends, a grand estate of 85,000 acres in Elgin, a com- 
mission of lieutenant-colonel in the dashing Scots Guards, cita* 
tions for gallantry in war—who had all these things and yet 
invited life-long disgrace by fleecing his best friends at baccarat, 
fleecing his host and hostess and his fellow house guests to win 
a few extra pounds which wouldn't have bought him a new 
set of shirt studs. 

Sir William was 81 when he died the other day. He had 
outlived most of that little group of notables whose names 
figured so much in the news along with his. But age had not 
removed the shadow which haunted him. Neither had wealth. 
To the day of his death he carried the stigma which the Vic- 
torian Age placed upon the man who had been caught cheating. 


HEY had “‘taken of his buttons off and cut his stripes 

away.” He had been publicly dishonored, disgraced, cash- 

iered, cast out of Her Majesty’s Army. Of what avail was 
wealth and forgetfulness against such penalties as these? Not 
much is known of his life since his ostracism, but it is highly 
probable that he spent most of the last 40 years wishing he had 
fallen at the head of his regiment in the Egyptian War. 

The Baccarat Case of Tranby Croft was the most famous 
card scandal the Kingdom ever knew. The sum of money in- 
volved was trivial. Indeed, in the whole course of the affair the 
Sor amount Sir William won illegally was never brought out, nor 
THE ge SSE ee ece fo was it referred to as a matter of importance. But the case 
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—-- For seven days the trial continued. 

Ostensibly it was the trial of a slander 
suit, but everybody knew it was really something else. It was 
really a trial of Sir William on a charge of cheating. A ver- 
dict for the plaintiff in the slander action would mean, in 
substance, acquittal of Sir William—exoneration. A _ verdict 
for the defendants, on the other hand, would mean his con- 
viction on one of the most serious charges it was possible to 
bring under the unwritten code of social behavior. The verdict, 
therefore, was awaited with the same air of suspense and fore- 
boding that might have characterized a trial o; the man for 
his life, for all were aware that a verdict against Sir William 
would mean a fate which, for an English gentleman, would 
be worse than death itself. And when the verdict finally came, 
the demonstration which followed bore evidence_of rabid par- 
tisanship and personal bitterness. 


HE space devoted to the case by the newspapers of the 
time is a good index to the interest with which it was 
followed by the public. One finds now in brown and 
crumbling files the story as it was dragged out in all its sen- 
sational ramifications. The London Times printed solid pages 
of it. Every line of the court stenographer’s record was seized 
upon and printed without a summary. Every word uttered in 
court by Judge, jurors, lawyers, plaintiff, defendants and wit- 
nessés found its way into type. The Illustrated London News 
sent artists to the trial to make pencil sketches of all the 
principals. Fashion magazines sent style experts to write about 
what the grand ladies wore when they sat in the witness box. 
American newspapers were almost as eager for news of the 
case and presented it daily under big headlines on page one. 
Even newspapers as far away as the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
carried full accounts of the proceeding and ran caustic editorial 
comment about it. The Prince of Wales was raked right lustily 
for getting himself mixed up in such a scandalous mess. All 
things considered, it was the greatest newspaper story of a 
trial prior to the Thaw case.

There 
she studied at

Any number of such questions are 
suggested by the previous work and 
personal history of the man recently 
placed at the head of English letters.

His 
position is an award rather than a 
job. But the earnestness of Masefield 
and his concern with plain people and 
their pursuits, his closeness to life as 
it is lived, have aroused an interest 
in his future creative output that 
hardly was excited by the elevation of 
his more aloof predecessors. 

The men who have held the post 
before him were educated formally 
and thoroughly in universities—eru- 
dite, scholarly men.

Born in Ledbury, in the west of En- 
gland in 1875, John Masefield went 
to sea when still a boy; some say he 
ran away from home, others that his 
father sent him aboard ship because 
of repeated truancies from school. He 
spent several years on sailing ships, as 
cabin boy, cook 
and seaman, 
visiting the far 
places of the 
earth. 

One day in 
the 1890’s, the

HEN he was a boy 
in Cleveland, Wil- 
lie Walter showed 
promise of becom- 
ing, with time and 
practice, a pianist. 
They even went so 
far as to hope that 
some day he would 
be a concert pian- 
ist, But a millstone intervened—a 
very literal millstone in this instance. 
This millstone had been cast off in 
the belief that it would never do any 
more good in the world and had been 
eft leaning against a fence. Willie 
ysed to play around it. One day it 
fell over on Willie’s left hand and 
gave him a convincing excuse for re- 
fusing to practice. Thus, he relates 
now, that worn-out millstone whose 
ysefulness was supposed to be ended 
saved the world from having to listen 

to one more very bad pianist. 
Some 10 years later young Walter 
went to the University of Michigan. 
He specialized in Latin and Greek, 


with every intention of becoming a 


teacher of classical languages. Upon 
graduation he had some very good 
offers, too. But something intervened 
again. This time it was a stubborn 
mental disorder popularly called the 
“newspaper bug.’’ ‘ He had worked on 
the college weekly, which is an almost 
certain source of infection. So, havy- 
ing been infected, he could do nothing 
but get a job as a reporter and let the 
disease run its course, as it was bound 
to do anyway. The result was, the 
world was spared another bad teach- 
er. ‘Damned bad teacher,’’ I think 
he said when he told me about it. 

So it went. One thing or another 
saved the world from having to put up 
with Willlam E. Walter in some role 
for which he was not fitted, and in 
time he recovered on his own power 
from the bite of the newspaper bug. 
By that time his course was cut out 
for him. It led in a roundabout way to 
the discovery that he had a peculiar 
genius for doctoring run-down sym- 
phony orchestras and putting them on 
their feet. He was somewhat late in 
getting around to it, but he became 
eventually a symphony orchestra doc- 
tor. He is manager of the rejuvenat- 
ed St. Louis orchestra now; has been 
for three years. That's why it is re- 
juvenated—rejuvenated from an artis- 
tic standpoint, anyway. He has a way 
of putting new life into symphony 
orchestras and making the most 
of what is there already. ‘‘Doctor’’ is 
& more appropriate term in his case 
than manager. That is what they call 
him in the East, where he made his 
reputation in this pursuit—symphony 
doctor. At symphony doctoring he is 
hard to match. But his acquaintances 
say it was a “‘break’’ for everybody 
when Providence or whatever it was 
steered him away from pianism and 
teaching.

say. He is the first one I ever 
saw. But he doesn’t look either 
like @ concert pianist or a professor of 
Classical languages.

For 
some 13 years a job as press agent for 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra made 
that possible. It had other advan- 
tages, too. It enabled him to learn 
the delicate technique of arranging 
symphony programs, making up annu- 
al deficits and handling temperamen- 
tal performers. It brought about his 
intimate acquaintance with a number 
of famous artists. One valuable friend- 
ship was that with Dr. Karl Muck, 
whom Walter regards as the greatest 
symphony conductpr eyer to wield a 
baton. 


VW — liked Boston. He says 
he stayed there too long. It 
was the war that took him 
away. He was unable to get into a 
combatant branch of service, so went 
along with the Y. M. C. A. to do con- 
cert organization work on the western 
front. That was in 1918. Producing 
entertainments for soldiers immediate- 
ly after the war, he got to Paris every 
now and then and saw a great deal of 
his old friend, Paderewski. Pade- 
rewski had come to Paris as one of 
the Polish delegates to the peace con- 
ference. When he returned to War- 
saw as Premier oft Poland he _ took 
Walter along with him. ; 

“As secretary, I wrote a few state 
papers,’ Walter relates, ‘and watched 
the wheels go round in Polish poli- 
tics. That was a lean but interesting 
year. We were never hungry but 
were frequently cold. Czecho-Slovakia 
controlled the coal supply and hated 
Poland. As a result, there wasn’t a 
hotel in Warsaw that was heated on 
both sides at the same time. I would 
have enjoyed staying longer in War- 
saw, but the invading bolsheviki were 
getting close to the city and I was. 
sent to conduct a trainload of women 
and children to Paris. There I got a 
cablegram asking me to come back to 
New York and take charge of the af- 
fairs of the old National Symphony Or- 
chestra. I was flattered and accepted 
before I thought. So here I am, a 
symphony orchestra manager.”’ 

The years since then have been 
more profitable in a financial sense. 
But he looks back with greater fond- 
ness on those hectic and exciting 
months in Europe during and follow- 
ing the war. He had during that peri- 
od several glimpses of the soul of Pad- 
erewski under circumstances that 
stamped them in his memory. 


“Tl remember particularly the night 
of July 31, 1914,’"he relates. “It was 
a tragic night. The war had begun. 
Nobody knew where or how it would 
end. I had left Brussels on the night 
of July 29 -for Switzerland, to be 
present at a fete to be given at Pad- 
erewski’s home in Morges. As it 
turned out, I traveled on the last 
through train that went out of Brus- 
sels until after the war. Swiss sol- 
diers in uniform were hastening to 
the border to go on frontier duty the 
next day. War was in the air. I was 
one of many Americans caught in Eu- 
rope and wondering how I was going 
to get out. The scene at Paderewski's 
home was one of both comedy and 
tragedy. Four distinguished pianists 
were there, and all were playing jazz— 
four playing at once on two pianos— 
Ernest Schelling, Josef Hofmann, Opi- 
enski and Stowjowski. I never saw 
such a sight. An air of hysteria seemed 
to reign. In the next room were Pad- 
erewski, David Jayne Hill, former 
United States Ambassador to Ger- 
many, and several French, English and 


Swiss diplomats. They kept the tele 


phones busy all night talking to Rome, 
London and Paris. Paderewski seemed 
unusually calm and serious. The war 
clouds had affected him deeply. I 
shall never forget the picture he pre- 
sented when at dawn he stood on the 
terrace with a group of statesmen and 
musicians around him.

The Kansas State Medical Associa- 
tion made a complaint to the Federal 
Radio Commission of Dr. Brinkley’s 
aerial activ’ties, charging that Brink- 
ley, by way of his Milford station, had 
broadcast matter which they consid- 
ered objectionable to the ethics of 
their profession, for Dr. Brinkley had 
prescribed by radio and the society 
considered this unethical. 

The Kansas Medical Association also 
took action at home. And Dr. Brink- 
ley has been cited to appear be- 
fore the Kansas Medical Board. 
That board has the power to revoke 
the physician's license, although the 
physician may appeal the board's ac- 
tion to the courts. 


RINKLEY, however, has not re- 
B aires on the receiving end of 

the official procedure. He has 
started a legal offensive. It is a suit 
for damages, naming Dr. Fishbefn and 
Dr. William S. Yates of Junction City, 
Kansas, hard by Milford, as .defend- 
ants. Brinkley charges that Dr. Yates 
circulated copies of what Dr. Fishbein 
wrote. 

Has all Kansas lined up with the 
American Medical Association? Not 
so you can notice it. Brinkley, mixing 
sermons and hymgps, jazz music and 
medical advice, has gathered a large 
following on the plains of Kansas.

For 
numerous druggists all over the Mid- 
dle Weat have Dr. Brinkley’s prescrip- 
tion guide. If Mrs. So-and-So comes 
in and asks for No. 12, the druggist 
looks up No. 12, fills it, gives it to 
the lady, and she in turn pays him 
for it. And the druggist in turn 
sends a part of the fee to Dr. Brink- 
ley. It is customary, all over the 
world, for doctors to be paid for their 
prescriptions.

system of fee collection. He 
contends that he uses the 
money , he gets from such 
fees toward the upkeep of 
KFKB. 

Dr. Brinkley has brought 
certain druggists in Kansas 
business. It is not surpris- 
ing that many of these men 
are strong for him, stand- 
ing behind him. At the same 
time the official organiza- 
tion of the medical profes- 
sion in the State is against 
him tooth and toe-nail. Dr. 


Brinkley got his license to practice 
medicine in Kansas in 1916. Before 
that he had been licensed in Arkansas, 
and at that time there was a reci- 
procfty agreement between the medi- 


cal boards of the two States whereby 


a physician licensed in one could ob- 
tain a license in the other by merely 
applying for it. That is what Brink- 
ley did. 

The complaint of the Kansas Med- 
ical Association, made through its 
president, Dr. L. F. Barney of Kan- 
sas City, Kansas, casts reflections up- 
vn Brinkley’s early education. On the

According to the Kansas Medica!

Where a Fourth

NCLEAN, ua- 
clean'’"’' How the 
world has  shud- 
dered at that word 
down through the 
ages! There is no 
better synonym for 
loathesomeness and 
incurable horror 
than leprosy. Yet 
most of the people whose emotions are 
most deeply aroused by the thought 
of leprosy are living in countries far 
removed from the part of the world 
where it is most common, and have 
no real knowledge of the nature of tiie 
disease. 

When you sail to Honolulu, the first 
Hawaiian island that you see is Mo- 
lokai. You either remember, or have 
just read in descriptive circulars on 
ihe chip, that there is located Amer- 
\ca’s most famous leper colony, though 
you later learn that there is a very 
much larger one in the Philippines. 

If you are old enough, you remem- 
ber that it was here that Father Dam- 
ien dedicated his life to work with 
lepers, with no other idea in his mind, 
or in the mind of an awed and admir- 
ing world, but that he would inevita- 
hiv eateh the disease and die of it. The 
whole world was thrilled by his hero- 
iSin. 

Times have changed with regard to 
leprosy, as with most other things. 
Governor Farrington of the Territory 
of Hawali taday shows no more horror 
nor self-consciousness about Molokai 
than if he were speaking of the export 
of sugar.

most of the people whose emotions are 
most deeply aroused by the thought 
of leprosy are living in countries far 
removed from the part of the world 


where it is most common, and have 
no real knowledge of the nature of the 
disease. 

When you sail to Honolulu, the first 
Hawaiian island that you see is Mo- 


iokai. You either remember, or have 
just read in descriptive circulars on 
ine ship, that there is located Ameér- 
iea's most famous leper colony, though 
you later learn that there is a very 
much larger one in the Philippines. 

If you are old enough, you remem- 
ber that it was here that Father Dam- 
jen dedicated his life to work with 
lepers, with no other idea in his mind, 
or in the mind of an awed and admir- 
ung world, but that he would inevita- 
sly catch the disease and die of it. The 
viole world was thrilled by his hero- 
Sith. 

Times have changed with regard to 
leprosy, as with most other things. 
Governor Farrington of the Territory 
of Hawaii today shows no more horror 
nor self-consciousness about Molokai 
than if he were speaking of the export 
of sugar.

The old saying that you may 
sleep with a leper, but not. with a man 
with the itch, stands the test of ‘science. 

Formerly leprosy prevailed over 
Europe, but now has been nearly erad- 
icated on that continent. In England 
many old churches still have “squint 
slits,’ through which lepers could see 
and hear the service. 

In Japan it is estimated that there 
are between 50,000 and 60,000 lepers 
out of a population of 60,000,000. This 
is about the ratio which holds for the 
total population of the globe. India, 
some parts of Africa and China are the 
worst areas. It is estimated, by taking 


- sample areas and counting the lepers, 


that there are between two and three 
million altogether, or one in 1000, 
more or less. 

Louisiana has the only real colony 
on the mainland of the United States, 
and it is not large.

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known that if it had been leprosy he 
would not have felt it, and that if he 
had contracted it recently it would 
have been years perhaps before it 
would have manifested itself. 

The germ of leprosy was first iden- 
tified in 1874 and closely resembles 
the tuberculosis germ, but it has 
proved impoesible to develop a culture 
from it. Only about a year ago in 
Molokai it was found that the parent 
is a fungus and does not resemble its 
offspring in the slightest degree. In 
this respect it is like the germ of the 
hookworm. 

The manner of its transmission from 
one person to another is not yet 
known, nor the time of incubation— 
any time up to 10 years—in one case 
it was clearly shown to be more than 
10 years. 


Teor are three stages of 
leprosy: the incipient, not 
yet contagious; the virulent 
and the “burnt out,’ when it ceases 
to be contagious. There are also 
two types, nerve and tubercle; gen- 
erally they are found together. The 
most common nerve to be affected 
is the one running up inside the: wrist, 
which draws the little finger up, and 
the rest follow. #ventually the fin- 
gers drop off. There is no pain con- 
nected with this, though there are 
periods of active fever when the pa- 
tient is sick. The eyebrows fall out 
and numb spots appear on any part of 
the body. 

The germ of the tubercles dies in 
20 minutes when exposed to the sun. 
The dropping off of parts of the body 
and the tubercle spots appearing on 
the face are what has given the pop- 
ular feeling of horror at the sight of 
a leper, which has been handed down 
to us as a traditional feeling, even if 
we haven't seen lepers. 

All the world heaved a 
sigh of relief when the news 
flashed around it that a cure 
had been found for leprosy. 
It had been known for a long 
time that chaulmoogra oil, 
which comes from a nut re- 
sembling the Brazil nut, had 
a beneficial effect, but when 
taken through the mouth in 
sufficient quantity to get re- 
sults, it made the patient 
sick. It was not until the 
method of injection into the 
blood was adopted that 
cures were possible. And 
it was not until Dr. V. G. 
Heiser of the Philippines 
found that camphorated oil 
mixed with chaulmoogra 
would be absorbed, that its 
use was practical. It was 
then found that after the 
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Leper orderlies, in whom the 

disease has been arrested or 

tentatively cured, washing and 

bandaging others in the clinic 

at Chiengmai, Siam.

No-one yet claims that the cure is 
absolute, because there has not yet 
been sufficient time since its discovery, 
but there seems to be no doubt but 
that the fight is on the point of being 
won. During this period of doubt 
about the cure one of the tragedies is 
that the returned patient is greeted 
with suspicion and fear, and his com- 
munity is practically closed to him. 

One use to which such “‘cures’’ are 
put is in work among lepers. Dr. Mc- 
Kenzie has a doctor, nurses and 
helpers who all are cured lepers. For 
the cure it is important that the pa- 
tient keep active, and so a colony must 
be a community which carries on its 
own work. Before entering a colony 
the leper’s life has been so hard that 
he is happy when inside. At Molokai 
escape is difficult, but they say no one 
wants to leave. At Fusan and the 
other colonies in Korea there is no in- 
closure, but those who are in count it 
such a privilege that they do not try 
to run away. 

The application of the treatment is 
so simple that it has been proposed 
that “treatment centers’’ be estab- 
lished, but both Governments and med- 
ical authorities have objected, first, 


because the traveling of lepers to the 


centers would be hard to handle, and, 
secondly, because any place chosen 
would object to being known as a leper 
center, and lepers would be likely to 
settle around them. 

Apparently climate has no relation 
to the disease, though most lepers are 
now found in warmer climates. In 
both Japan and Korea they are found 
only in the southern parts. The reason 
is that, being outcasts, they find living 
easier where it is warm.
